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PROBLEM 



Teachers and administrators are constantly challenged by student attitudes. Attitudes 
may be recognized as contributing to or thwarting the teaching-learning process. 

The educator can do little to promote positive attitude if the direction of attitude is 
unknown. A problem which confronts school personnel then is that of determining 
direction of student attitude. 

PURPOSE 



The purpose of this investigation was twofold: 

1. To discover Clark High School students' attitudes toward 

a) peers or student body 

b) the physical environment 

c) teachers 

d) administrators 

e) curriculum 

f) educational values 

2. To construct a student attitude instrument 
REVIEW OF LITERATURE 

McDonald (1960, p.214) has defined an attitude as 

...a predisposition to action, a state of readiness to act in a 
particular way. Attitudes are generalized states of the individual, 
which lead to or result in a wide variety of particular ways of be- 
having. 

Sev/ell (1963) indicated that although there is a considerable degree of inconsis- 
tency in the beliefs of high school students, attitudes can be measured and can be 
changed. Jimerson (1965) believes that student attitudes can indeed be changed. 
This author indicated that modification of attitude results from the student's creative 
thinking. A challenge to the teacher, then, may be to promote an atmosphere 
that is conducive to creative thinking. 

Attitudes are most certainly important to educators because they well may influence 
the educative process. Attitudes may interfere with the psychological processes 
such as learning, perception, and remembering (Lindzey, 1959). Newcomb (1946) 
found that errors on an information test were related to the respondent's attitude. 

It might be said that it is the charge of the school to attempt to change negative 
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attitudes. Mere exposure to the content of a course does not, however, guarantee 
that students' attitudes will change regarding the topics being studied (Langey, 

1956; Stevenson, 1955), Two researchers (Albini and Dinitz, 1965) offered 73 boys 
aged seven to 15 and classed as mentally retarded a psychotherapy program in an 
attempt to promote a more positive attitude toward learning. While no significant 
difference in attitude occurred between the pre- and post-therapy period, a positive 
gain in attitude was noted. 

Eames (1965, pp. 3-16) investigated the attitudes of adolescents in the Boston, 
Massachusetts area: 

He has a definite idea of the characteristics of a good teacher; a 
penetrating perception of her strengths and weaknesses, yet he ap- 
proves of her. He is quick to detect lack of interest or incompetency 
when he meets it but realizes it is the exception among teachers. 

Although he has a reserved, friendly feeling for all school personnel, 
he has inadequate images of the principal and the guidance officer. 

This same author (Eames, 1965, pp. 17-21) offered the percentage of responses of 
450 adolescents to such school -related items as discipline, the principal, and the 
teacher:

Bond (1940) discovered that emphasizing problem-solving and critical thinking in 
the classroom produced greater understanding of the generalizations and also in- 
duced positive attitude change toward national groups, races, and imperialism. 
Another study (Laird and Cumbree, 1952) suggested that when procedures are used 
that require greater personal involvement, attitude changes are more likely to 
occur. Several school systems have initiated comprehensive programs to bring 
about attitude changes (Hall igan, 1943; Cummings, 1949; Levine, 1946; Dimond, 
1948). 

POPULATION 



The population involved in this investigation consisted of the entire student body 
of the Ed W. Clark High School. This group of students, approximating 2000 in 
number, were in attendance during the 1965-1966 academic year. 

Sample 



The sample of students involved in this investigation consisted of 837 
randomly selected 8th, 9th, 10th, and 11th grade boys and girls. The students 
participating in the sample were those students assigned to the various academic 
levels of English classes. The Clark High School Department of English has es- 
tablished three academic levels and assigned students to a level on the basis of 
achievement and aptitude. Three classes representing each academic level for 
each grade level or a total of 36 classes were randomly selected and the students 
therein adrninistered the Clark High School Student Attitude Scale. 

INSTRUMENTATION 

The instrument employed to assess the attitudes of the population involved in this 
study was the Clark High School Student Attitude Scale constructed by George A. 
Jeffs. A copy of this instrument may be found in Appendix A of this paper. 

Construction of Clark High School Student Attitude Scale 

The Clark High School Student Attitude Scale is a Likert type attitude 
scale designed to measure six aspects of the students* attitudes toward Clark High 
School. The six attitude areas measured include student body, physical plant, 
teachers, administrators, curriculum, and educational values. 
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Subscale A, Attitude Toward Student Body, These items are designed to 
measure students' attitudes toward his peer group such as general appearance, atti- 
tudes, habits, and general behavior. 

Subscale B, Physical Plant . These items are designed to measure students' 
attitudes toward the physical environment at Clark High School such as classroom de- 
sign, adaptability of furniture, and physical conduciveness to learning. 

Subscale C, Teachers . These items are designed to measure those aspects 
of the students' over-all attitudes toward school situations which relate specifically 
to teachers. 

Subscale D, Administrators. These items are designed to measure students' 
attitudes tward the principal and vice principals of Clark High School such as the 
administrators' degree of flexibility, or the degree of democratic framework in which 
he works. 



Subscale E, Curriculum . These items are designed to measure the specific 
educational program and curriculum of Clark High School. These items assess stu- 
dents' stated values of the curricular design, the practicality of the curricular offer- 
ings, and the appropriateness of the school's educational program. 

Subscale E, Educational Values. These items are designed to measure stu- 
dents' attitudes toward the importance of education. Student responses indicate the 
degree to which the student values education as a means of attaining future goals. 

The original attitude scale consisted of 96 items assessing the six areas heretofore 
noted. This instrument was pre-tested at Valley High School, Las Vegas, Nevada on 
December 14, 1965. Sixty-five of the original 96 items survived an item analysis. 
Valley High School was selected for pre-testing because the physical plant is exactly 
like that of Clark High School and many of the items contained in the attitude scale 
were directed toward the physical environment of the school. 

Table 1 offers the reader the correlations between the six subscaies. Correlations 
range from .41 to .72 — these correlations indicate that although all of the scales 
relate to a global attitude toward school, each has a considerable degree of unique 
variance.

ANALYSIS 






Analysis of data was initiated by transferring responses from student response cards 
to IBM key-punch cards. Data were further processed by obtaining the number of 
responses to items. A small percentage (.88 percent) of the responses proved in- 
valid. The number of responses was then converted to percentages. Mean response 
weights for sex and grade levels were also determined. Each analysis table, then, 
offers the reader the percentage of students responding to a particular item or group 
of items by sex and grade level. Each analysis table also offers the reader the grand 
total or composite sex and grade .level responses by percentage as well as the mean 
weight of responses. 

PROCEDURE 



The Clark High School Student Attitude Scale was administered to 837 9th, 10th, 
and 1 1th grade boys and girls during the week of April 11-15, 1966. The responses 
were analyzed and are herein reported in Tables 4 through 74. Tables 69 through 
74 are summary tables.

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FINDINGS 



Mean weight demarcation lines representing positive, neutral, or negative at- 
titudes have been arbitrarily drown as follows: 

Positive attitude: 3.6 to 5,0 

Neutral attitude: 2.5 to 3.5 

Negative attitude: 0.0 to 2.4 

The reader may interpret the direction of attitude by referring to the foregoing 
attitudinal weights. For example, the grand total mean score for the entire sample 
reflecting attitude toward educational values (item No. 16, table 19) was 4.68. 
This mean weight is much above the demarcation line of 3.6 representing positive 
attitudes. Thus, the Clark High School student body is generally in possession of 
a very positive attitude regarding high school graduation. Another example ex- 
posing a grand total mean score of 3.02 (item No. 17, Table 20) reflects an in- 
different attitude toward the influence of the plant structure on learning. A third 
example (item No. 10, Table 13) shows a grand total mean score of 2.40 indicating 
a negative attitude for the sample group in general toward the amount of curricular 
experience not included in textbooks. The reader should review Tables 4 through 
68 for an overview of the responses to the 65 items in the Clark High Schoo l Student 
Attitude Scale. Table 75 affords the reader a summary of the positive and negative 
responses, the grand total mean score of the responses, and the subscale to which 
each pertains.

It will be observed from Table 76 that a positive attitude prevails to some degree in 
all areas except administration. The fact that only four items pertaining to school 
administrators were included in the total scale may account for the absence of either 
positiveness or negativeness as concerns attitude toward school administrators. Clark 
High School students appear to possess especially positive attitudes concerning the 
value of’an education. These students appear also to reflect a rather positive attitude 
toward their peer group, the physical environment at Clark High School, their teach- 
ers, and the curriculum. 

Tables 69 through 74 offer the results of analysis of responses related to the six sub- 
scale areas. The following section of this paper will indicate the more significant 
sex and grade level findings in each area.
